WHEREAS, "Cat Fancy Magazine" has honored the Fort Wayne 
Animal Control Department with Honorable Mention in regard to 
its Humane Education program; and 


WHEREAS, the Humane Society of the United States has 
cited the program of the Fort Wayne Animal Control Department 
in the top one-third of the most responsible programs in the 
country due to the education program of both adults and 
children, the innovative ordinance which licenses breeders 
and requires the procurement of a permit to breed, and 
further due to differential licensing which charges owners a 
higher fee to license animals who are not sterilized.
